After drifting lover far the past 12 days, the selar flux 
turned upvard on September 28. Despite the low flux, acst 
northern herisphere DX paths sere workiag fairly vell, 
thanks to the nore favorable position of the sus for our 
part of the world. This tread will be sore obvious after 
early October asd through Hevember. The improveneat thus 
far has beea aast abvious on 21 abs, but 28 ahs is doing 
well on transequatorial circcits. I¢ sill inpreve 
narkedly ia a few weeks. 


The gaia is aast welcoae, bot there vill be frustrating 
days ia the early years of the aew cycle as well. Anyone 
who keeps arumniag record of propagation information 
broadcast at 28 aiautes after each Sour by UPV knows that 
the geomagnetic A and I indices have beea peaking auch 
higher than those for the same period last year. Risiag 
gecaagaetic activity aates for veak signals, or none af 
all, 8 communications paths ia the high latitudes, sock 
as the US east coast te northern Europe. atch the I 
index information, sever nore thas three hours old, for 
risiag treads. These are the bad news. Values of tuo aad 
dectiniag, point to above average cosditions, 


Fairly severe disturbaaces are likely September 22 to 24 
aad 27 to 29, Best days should be September 25 and 26 aad 
September 3@ to October 2. Outbreaks of sew solar 
activity, sot easily predicted, are izevitable ia the 
tisiag portion of the aew solar cycle. The 27 day 
rotational periad of the sun, the aaia factor is nost 
short tera propagation predicticas, is act very usefel 
this fall,
